MEMORIAL TO ELIOT. 


Steps Taken to Form Fraternal 


and Religious Society. 


HEADQUARTERS KANSAS CITY. 


Prize Offered For Name For an Or- 


ganization Which Is to Be a Men's 
Brotherhood — Need 
For 
National 


Club Stated by Its President. 


Initial action was taken the other 


day in Kansas City toward forming a 
national club tbat will combine social, 
educational, religious and fraternal 
work. The <lub is being formed by 
tbe Christian churches of tbe United 
States. 


At the national convention -,jf Chris- 


tian churches held in New Orleans last 
October a committee was appointed 
and given full power to elect officers 
and adopt a constitution for tbe organ- 
ization, says the Kansas City Times. 
This committee, composed of Fletcher 
Cowherd, Sr., chairman; It. A. Long, 
Thomas Ridge, the Rev. Burris A. 
Jenkins, the Rev. J. W. Cbiltou of St. 
Joseph, Davies Pittman of St. Louis 
and J. H. Allen of St. IxraK met re- 
cently in Mr. Long's office in tbe R. A. 
Long building. Mr. Long was elected 
president, and the Rev. P. C. MacFar- 
lane of Alameda, Cal., was elected sec- 
retary. No other officers were named. 
As yet no name has been selected for 
the organization. The headquarters of 
the club will be in Kansas City. 


Mr'. MacFarlane was instructed to 


study carefully church clubs of like 
nature and report to the committee at 
a future meeting, when a constitution 
•will be adopted. The club will be or- 
ganized by Jan. 1. 


"\Ve will offer a prize, probably 


$100, to the person who suggests the 
best name for the brotherhood," Mr. 
MacFarlane said. "We want a name 
that will express strenuous Christiani- 
ty. A club will be formed in every 
Christian church in the Uniied States, 
and the central organization will be iu 
Kansas City. We probably will have 
sick and deSth benefits. Members will 
be educated up to bringing their Chris- 
tianity into politics, and we intend to 
make It a power for civic morality. 
We expect to have 100,000 members 
within, three years. The association 
•will not be restricted to members of 
the Christian church." 


Mr. Long says the churches have 


been in need of an organization that 
would bring men closer to it aud in- 
duce them to quit the habit of leaving 
religion to their wives. 


"The organization is planned," he 


said, "to give the men good fellowship 
and the best part of fraternal orders 
without going away from the church."

Chicagoan's Creations With -Embroid- 


ered Animals Cost $500 d- Dozen. 
"Menagerie" shirt is the latest thing 


in men's haberdashery.

NOVEL AERIAL EXPERIMENT. 


It Is Hoped to Gain Soaring Speed by 


Gliding Over Water. 


The aerial experiment bureau of 


Hammondsport, X. Y-. iu which Pro- 
fessor Alexander G. Bell and G. H. 
Curtiss are interested, is planning to 
undertake soon a novelty in aerial ex- 
periments. The government is espe- 
cially desirous of having a type of air- 
ship that will gaiii the necessary speed 
to soar in the air by gliding over the 
water instead of on land. 


The bureau will within a few days 


undertake experiments on Lake Keu- 
ka, where the airship will he propcllcil 
by its own motors over the surface of 
the water to pet sufficient speed to ex- 
pand its winjrs. 
The airship will IKJ 


attached lo light canvas canoes, which 
will Ixs carried with tbc machine as it 
leaves the water to fly in i lie air. 


Plan to Raise Special Fund Finds Favor 


With Harvard Men. 


Word is being passed around among 


the alumni of Harvard that a plan Is 
on foot to raise u fund with which to 
provide a memorial in appreciation of 
tbe services to Harvard university of 
President Eliot, whose resignation be- 
comes effective no*t spring. Wbero- 
ever the suggestion has become known 
It has met with favor. So far little in 
tbe way of organization has been at- 
tempted, the suggestion having been 
put In circulation merely to ascertain 
tbe feeling of tbe alumui. 


A committee will be appointed from 


the Harvard Alumni association and 
from the different Harvard clubs to 
take charge of raising a fund. No lim- 
it will be put on its size. The form of 
the memorial has not yet been consid- 
ered. It will depend upon the amount 
of money that is available. It doubt- 
less will be used to further some of 
the interests of the university which 
President Eliot has most closely at 
heart. 


While this movement is In progress 


another has been started to raise a 
subscription fund among citizens not 
Harvard alumni to show their appre- 
ciation of Dr. Eliot's work as a citi- 
zen, wholly apart from his collegiate 
position. This, too. is expected to be 
subscribed to by thousands. 


AEROPLANE WITH WINGS. 


Inventor Also Puts Tail on One Shaped 


Like a Bird. 


W. D. Lindsley of Oklahoma, a fly- 


ing machine inventor, recently arrived 
in Washington to make application at 
the patent office for a patent on an 
aeroplane. He says that it is built on 
the monoplane principle and has tbe 
form of a bird. It bas a bead, wings 
and tail and is operated by a light gas- 
oline motor. The operator sits in tbe 
center of the machine directly under 
the body of the "bird." 


The wings of the machine, Mr. 


Lindsley says, are twenty-four feet 
from tip to tip. Each is eight feet 
broad at tbe center and six foot broad 
at the tip. There are two five-foot pro- 
pellers, one on each side, and both, 
according to the inventor, may be op- 
erated at the same time, together or 
in opposite directions and at any in- 
termediate angle while the engine is 
running at full speed. 


Mr. Lindsley bas so much confidence 


in his new machine that he declares he 
can send up a sleeping babe in the 
seat to a height of at least a hundred 
feet and that tbe great bird will re- 
turn to the earth as gently as it as- 
cended and without the least jar. 


COBLESS CORN, 


Illinois Farmer Discovers Freak Va- 


riety and Cultivates It. 


A year ago H. J. Sconce and Taylor 


Garlough of Vermilion county, 111., 
purchased a quantity of seed coru in 
Indiana. In the shipment was a freak 
ear which, instead of tbe ordinary 
cob, was composed of a core of busk, 
the grains being neatly wrapped upon 
the soft foundation, like peas in a pod. 


Mr. Sconce was impressed with tbe 


novelty of the find and decided to 
plant all the kernels found on the 
freak ear. 
To bis surprise, the ears 


produced this season were found to be 
exact reproductions of the single ear. 
He has decided to plant more of the 
corn next year and will endeavor to 
improve on it. He believes tbat there 
is more to it than freakishness. The 
ears provided this year yielded as 
much corn as those provided with a 
cob, and the kernels were large and 
solid. The ears were well filled, ker- 
nels even growing among tbe silk. 


The freak ears were placed upon ex- 


hibition at a county fair at Sidell re- 
cently and attracted much attention. 
As a result of this discovery the corn- 
cob may disappear.

GREAT VALUE OF CEREALS. 


Why People Can Eat Bread at Every 


Meal Without Getting Tired of It. 
The Fruits of the Burning Tropics 
and the Fats of the Frozen Arctic. 


Modern science has sbown that na- 


ture pro\ldes food for mankind with 
marvelous care and foresight. The hu- 
man system requires a certain amouut 
of protefd daily to replace wornont 
muscle and tissue. Fish and meat sup- 
ply this in large quantities. 
In bot 


climates, however, these spoil so quick- 
ly that their use is limited. Nature, 
as if to compensate for this, bas given 
to certain tropical fruits a much larger 
quantity of proteid than northern fruits 
contain. 
Thus government analysis 


shows that figs have five units or calo- 
rics to tbc ounce, dates Uso and live- 
tenths and bananas one and five-tenths. 
Apples luue five-tenths, peaches niuc- 
tenths and pears seven-tenths. 
Prob- 


ably the ti?s and dates tested had lost 
part of their moisture, and some allow- 
ance should be rnajje for this. 


The Arab cau, therefore, maintain his 


vigor on a diet chiefly plucked from 
trees. Henry M. Stanley and his white 
companions subsisted almost entirely 
on banana flour for two years iu the 
African jungle. 
Their freedom from 


disease was in part attributed to the 
wholesomeuess of this diet. The dried 
banana contains 20 per cent of proteid. 
about double that of ordinary wheat 
flour. 


At the opening of the mango season 


in Jamaica many of the natives prac- 
tically live on this fruit for two or 
three weeks. They fairly revel in it. 
An Englishman v\ ho was familiar with 
the science of diet could not under- 
stand how they could not only main- 
tain their health on this fare, but 
actual!}- grow sleek and fat. lie knew 
tbat au effort to live on the fruits of 
his native country would result in 
weakness, sickness and eventual death. 
Chemical analysis showed, however, 
that the mango contained enough pro- 
teid to supply the bodily needs. 


If nature bas been thus kind in 


adapting food to man's uses, she bas 
been equally so iu adapting man to bis 
food. 
You may have wondered why 


people can eat bread at every meal 
without tiring of it. The difficult}- of 
eating one quail a day for thirty days 
is well kuown. Even such delicacies as 
asparagus and strawberries cause au 
aversion when served' too frequently. 
Nature sends men a never failing ap- 
petite for cereals because they are alto- 
gether the most valuable of foods. 
They contain a considerable amount of 
proteid, their salts are of importance 
to the organism, they are readily di- 
gested when properly cooked, and they 
furnish a great deal of nourishment in 
small bulk. 


Thus wheat flour, cornmeal, oatmeal 


(dry) 
aud rice (dry) have more than 


100 units to the ounce. Baked potatoes 
have 32.7 units, cabbage- has 9.2, spin- 
ach 7, asparagus C.5, apples 1S.4, straw- 
berries 11.4, spring chickeu 19.5 and 
tenderloin of beef broiled 5.9. If a man 
tried to get even half of his nutrition 
from the coarse vegetables, which have 
a considerable indigestible residue, he 
would ha\e to eat pounds of them 
daily, and his stomach would be sadly 
overburdened. Nature gives us the de- 
sire for a varied diet, and science 
shows tbat this is altogether the best 
for us. 


In the arctic regions there is little 


vegotatiou. 
Man must live almost 


wholly on animal foods. 
Fish and 


most would not suffice, because they 
contain only protcJds. These would re- 
place wcrnout muscle aud tissue, but 
could not be burned in the body to 
generate beat and energy. Fats, how- 
ever, consist of carbon and hydrogen, 
which are the chief components of tbc 
foods of vegetable origin and supply 
tbe fuel needed by the body. The po- 
lar animals have fat in abundance, but 
icsitfents of tbe temperate and torrid 
zones can eat it oaly in limited quan- 
tities. 
To them tbc mere thougbt of 


chewing chunks of grease is nause- 


Tbe children of the frozen north, 


however, are endowed not only with 
tbc ability to eat and to digest largo 
quantities ef fat, but with a keen ap- 
petite for it. One who Is sensitive to 
sucu impressions must turn away 
when be sees tbe natives of southern 
Alaska, the Thlhikits. swallowing seal 
oil flavored by salmon berries with the 
pusto of n boy over 5cc cream. The 
Eskimos, farther north, will cat blub 
bcr, sliirbtly cooked in tbc flames, to 
an niuHinitc number of pounds.— New 
York Tribune.
